The Rochester Police Department decided to take 
several steps to minimize or eliminate the problem as 
easily as possible. In late January a notice in the Rochester 
Memorial School's Family Newsletter asked parents and 
others to refrain from parking illegally at the school. That 
newsletter and notice were given to each student at the 
school for delivery to their parents or guardians. Next, the 
police department issued a press release to local 
newspapers repeating its request for cooperation from 
motorists parking at the school. 

Then, during the month of February only, police 
officers will distribute a warning letter from Rochester 
Police Chief William Przybylek explaining the problem 
and asking for cooperation from motorists. The police 
department will maintain a record of those motorists who 
have been given the letter and parking tickets will be 
issued to those who park illegally after receiving their 
warning letter. Finally, starting on March 1, the 
department will stop issuing warning letters to violators 
and will issue parking tickets instead. The fine for those 
who are issued tickets will be $10 for the first offense. 

In his warning letter to motorists, Chief Przybylek 
asked for a cooperative effort between police officers and 
citizens to bring the problem to an end at the school. He 
indicated that the department was taking their course of 
action under its "Community Policing" philosophy of 
operations, which calls for the solution of community 
problems through establishments of effective partnerships 
between citizens and the police.

more visible signs to warn motorists to stop for 
pedestrians in crosswalks as per state law. 

• Notification from the Water /Sewer Commission 
announcing that Henri Renauld Jr. has been awarded a 
certification as a Back Flow Prevention Service Inspector 
and as a Cross Connection Control Surveyor; in addition, 
that Scott Gauvin successfully passed the state exam for a 
Drinking Water Supply Facilities Operators License. "(The 
Water /Sewer Department) does a good job of getting 
their personnel trained," Selectman Denham said. 

Selectman Andrews then continued with the 
second part of his presentation on the proposed 
renovation projects for the town's two elementary schools 
— funding for which will be brought before Town 
Meeting voters and residents next week — with a detailed 
overview of the plans for Old Hammondtown School. 

Selectman Andrews explained that the current 
conditions at Old Hammondtown School include some 
250 students in 12 regular classrooms and three portable 
classrooms for Grades 4, 5 and 6. Although a new wing 
was added in 1997 with four new classes, there is still a 
need for further expansion. The proposed plan involves 
another addition which will provide more classrooms, a 
new library, chorus and music rooms, new administrative 
offices, and facilities for occupational and speech therapy. 
The new renovations will also bring the school into 
compliance with Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) 
standards and provide improved safety and alarm 
measures. 

The new school expansion, if approved, would 
accommodate between 396 to 450 students, increase the 
parking area outside to 97 spaces, expand the outdoor 
athletic facilities while maintaining the existing area, and 
provide underground drainage in lieu of above-ground. 
Selectman Andrews showed a conceptual drawing of the

proposed interior area just off the front foyer area, which 
may also be used for cultivating science projects. 

The proposed Old Hammondtown School project 
would be phased in over an eighteen-month period and 
would cost an estimated $11 million. With the previously- 
described Center School renovations coming in at about 
$14 million, that brings the total for both schools to $25 
million, an amount which voters will be asked to approve 
at the February 12 Special Town Meeting and February 13 
Special Election. 

However, Selectman Andrews stressed that with 
the town's current locked-in reimbursement rate of 65 
percent from the state, the town would only be paying 
$8.7 million of the total $25 million price tag. This

reimbursement rate, he noted, is based on the town's per 
capita income and, to answer an inquiry sent to him by a 
resident, the Town of Wareham was recently granted a 90 
percent reimbursement rate because their overall income 
level is proportionally lower than Mattapoisett. 

"There's no arguing that everyone's taxes are 
going to be affected," Selectman Andrews said. "But if we 
don't do it now ... when? Mattapoisett's reimbursement 
rate is 65 percent now ... effective June 1, it will drop to 
51.25 percent — the rate changes every year based on per 
capita income. Based on a $200,000 valuation, that's about 
$235.65 per year through 2024. If we wait and go for the 
51 percent rate, that will increase to $310.50 annually 
through 2024."

Under incoming correspondence for the week, the 
board received notification from Mary O'Keeffe, Manager 
of Government Relations for AT&T Broadband, advising 
that beginning March 1 the cable company will no longer 
off the Basic 2 package "due to lack of interest."

Police Chief Lincoln Miller next sent a letter to the 
board regarding a weekend incident at The Caz during 
the early morning hours of Sunday, February 4. Chief 
Miller explained that there was a large disturbance at the 
establishment on the night in question where an 
estimated 150 to 200 people were gathered. Upon 
arriving, officers were informed that there were armed 
subjects in the crowd and some people had been stabbed. 
"In all, six people were treated for stab wounds at Tobey 
Hospital," Chief Miller wrote. "Fortunately, none of those 
injured received life-threatening wounds. In addition, 
four subjects have been arrested for various charges, 
including two that were identified as being the 
assailants." 

Chief Miller wanted to commend Marion Police 
Officers George Pina and Kyle Costa as the initial officers 
responding to the call. Also, there were several off-duty 
Marion officers who responded to the incident to assist, 
along with officers from Wareham, Mattapoisett and 
Rochester, the Massachusetts State Police, and the 
Plymouth County Sheriff's Department. "The citizens of 
Marion should be proud of the professionalism shown by 
all the officers, in restoring order, protecting lives, and 
seeking those responsible," Chief Miller wrote. "It is due 
to their efforts that this did not become a large-scale 
tragedy." 

Lastly, Chief Miller advised they are investigating 
possible allegations of violations regarding the alcohol 
beverage license granted to The Caz, and he recommends

that the board, acting as the local licensing authority, defer 
the investigation and possible future hearings to the 
Massachusetts Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission 
(ABCC).

JOINT TENANCY 

When married couples buy a 
home, they usually take title 
to the property as joint ten- 
ants. The primary advantage 
of joint tenancy is its survivor- 
ship feature. This means the 
joint tenant owner who out- 
lives the other joint tenant will 
own the property as his or her 
permanent property.

If a joint tenant owner de- 
cides he wants to end a joint 
tenancy before his death, he can 
deed his share to another per- 
son. Such a deed breaks up the 
joint tenancy without the con- 
sent of the other joint tenant. 
However, if husband and wife 
hold title in joint tenancy by the 
entireties, one spouse can't 
convay his or her interest with- 
out the other spouse's consent.

learn and what makes teaching materials effective, and 
examines instructional materials widely considered to be 
among the best in the country. A visit to classrooms in 
Montgomery County Maryland Public Schools enable 
participants to view reform efforts in action and observe 
children engaged in hands-on, inquiry-centered science. 

Since participants are encouraged to work with 
teachers and school system administrators to ensure that 
their efforts have the greatest possible impact, a 
Community Scientist Roundtable was held upon their 
return. Institute attendees joined Assistant 
Superintendent Carol Young, Curriculum Coordinator 
Michelle Roy, Old Rochester Regional Junior High 
Principal Steve Helman, Center School Principal Jack 
Murphy, and ORR High School Community Service 
Learning Coordinator Kathy Marx, for the Roundtable 
that focused on how information ascertained at the 
Institute could be utilized in the school district. 

In addition to the local scientists being invited to 
participate in the District Science Curriculum Committee, 
another outcome of the Roundtable was the initiation of a 
Community Scientist database. The purpose of this 
database is to develop a list of science and technology 
professionals who are willing to contribute two or three 
days per year to work with the Old Rochester Regional 
Schools to help improve science education. Initial plans 
call for the database to be an addendum to the science 
curriculum so that teachers can contact community 
people as a science or technical resource.

In this capacity he worked with both Tabor 
Academy and Old Rochester Regional High School 
students on aquaculture projects in Marion Harbor.

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

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The Blame Game 

13 y Kenneth J. Souza 
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Eleven-year-old Nestor Herrera of Springfield, 
Massachusetts died last Saturday night after embarking 
for a simple night out at the movies with friends — his first 
such foray alone, according to relatives — the victim of a 
fatal stabbing apparently inflicted by another eleven- 
year-old. 

Yes, eleven. 

Sadly, though, as is the case with many of these 
depressing yet far-too-common recent cases of juvenile 
violence, all the journalists, radio talk show hosts, and 
public commentators immediately jumped the gun to 
make an issue of the fact that the parties involved were 
allegedly planning to attend a showing of the new slasher / 
horror film Valentine. 

Of course! A lame, carbon-copy, wholly derivative 
and largely unscary film forced that little boy's hand. If s 
crystal clear to me! (Granted, I saw the movie myself ... but 
the only murderous thoughts it inspired were against the 
film-makers for wasting 90 minutes of my life which 
would have been better-spent organizing my sock drawer.) 

How is it that Americans have lost their sense of 
responsibility and accountability in such matters? When 
something tragic like this occurs, why do we immediately 
scramble for some sort of easy answer ... a place to lay all 
the blame that's always suspiciously aimed at a collective 
and hard-to-pinpoint "group"? Just blame them. It's all 
their fault. Not us ... certainly not me. 

That sage of the ages, William Shakespeare, summed 
it up best when he wrote: "The fault lies not in the stars, but 
in ourselves." 

It's an ongoing debate as to whether or not violent 
films, television shows, music, books, and video games 
do, in fact, have an influence on younger children; and 
while I will agree that not everything is appropriate for all 
ages, the final arbiters and ersatz censors of such material 
should remain a child's parent or legal guardian — not 
Hollywood movie studios or record company executives. 

Let's face it, violent material and themes have always 
existed in our culture in one form or another, but it seems 
that only recently in our work-driven, dual-income mode 
of existence has the scapegoat of "media mayhem" become 
the easy, catch-all culprit. 

The Greek tragedy Oedipus the King did little to 
encourage younger audiences — many of whom studied 
the play as required reading in high school, mind you — 
to kill their fathers, marry their mothers, and gouge out 




their own eyes in shame. I'm amazed that Shakespeare's 
tragic romance of Romeo & Juliet hasn't incited more teen 
suicides in lieu of lost love. Virtually any tale from the 
canon of American wunderkind Edgar Allan Poe could be 
considered a blueprint for murder, revenge and torture; 
and even The Holy Bible boasts an ample amount of death 
and murder, when you think about it. 

Why aren't these more-revered sources being blamed 
for an outbreak of juvenile violence and crime? And isn't 
it odd how the latest book, movie, CD or TV show gets hit 
the hardest with knee-jerk criticism? 

Frankly, Valentine isn't even worth the amount of ink 
that's already been devoted here ... but now it will garner 
at least some amount of notoriety for being immediately 
linked with the Springfield tragedy. The "Life" section of 
Tuesday's USA Today boldly proclaimed: Boy charged in 
'Valentine' murder, even though the story (and most 
newspaper accounts as of this writing) are dubious as to 
whether the under-aged kids were ever actually admitted 
to the R-rated film. (I suspect it's a point which the theater 
owners will continue to deny given the circumstances.) 

But what's most sad about cases like the death of 
Nestor Herrera is that one young boy has lost his life and 
another's has been forever tainted. And until we decide to 
stop pointing our collective fingers at outside forces and 
influences and begin paying more attention to the root 
cause of the problem — that kids really need more guidance, 
affection, and support from parents, family members, and 
positive role models; not movie stars, rap artists, and 
overpaid sports "heroes" — I fear more tragedies like this 
will continue to occur. 

To me, that's a far more frightening premise than any 
fictional horror film could portray.

Maybe it's just nostalgia, but I remember the slasher movies 
of the early '80s, terrible as they often were, being more fun than 
the post-Scream crop of neo-slashers of the last few years. There 
was gore, there was nudity (lots of nudity), and there was a 
satisfied audience of teenage boys taking all this in. (This was 
before society decided that movies cause impressionable youths 
to become violent. Back then, we still believed that people were 
responsible for their own actions.) Today's slasher offerings are 
hardly worthy of the title. Largely bloodless, featuring name 
actresses who refuse to disrobe gratuitously, they now have little 
reason to exist. I mean, if you're going to take the gore and T&A 
out of these films, what's the point? 

The meretricious Valentine is the latest (though, sadly, 
probably not the last) example of the slasher genre's pallid 
decline. On paper, it looked like a promising throwback — it even 
has two slasher staples, the Holiday Theme and the Vengeful 
Killer. With its premise of a former geek getting bloody revenge 
on the girls who rejected him in junior high school, this should' ve 
been an indefensible, go-for-broke, sinfully enjoyable wedge of 
horror cheese. Instead it's just indefensible. 

For one thing, if you're the type who'd give Valentine a day 
in court — what the hell, could be fun, horror movies are fun — 
chances are you've seen it all before. This isn't even the first 
Valentine's Day horror movie — MyBloody Valentine, aCanadian 
import from 1981, takes that honor. And it's certainly not the first 
revenge-of-the-nerd thriller: aside from the obvious (Carrie), 
there was also Terror Train, another Canadian import, in which a 
humiliated geek returns years later to decimate his classmates. 
Add in the routine false scares (eek! — oh, it's only a harmless guy) 
as well as the predictable actual scares, consistently botched by 
the talentless director Jamie Blanks (Urban Legend), and you're in 
for a long 90 minutes. 

Four college girls — Kate (Marley Shelton), Paige (Denise 
Richards), Dorothy (Jessica Capshaw), and Lily (Jessica Cauffiel) 



— are worried because a psycho is sending them poison-pen 
valentines ("Roses are red/ Violets are blue /They'll need dental 
records to identify you" is one of the better ones), and one of their 
number, a medical student who apparently preferred to do 
autopsies in a dark basement with her tanktop on, has already 
gone to the big tanktop store in the sky. We're given several 
suspects, including Kate's recovering- alcoholic boyfriend Adam 
(David Boreanaz, looking uncomfortable without a long black 
coat to flap around) and every other male on the screen. That even 
includes a flatly unbelievable detective on the case, who takes the 
opportunity to fondle one of the girls. 

Valentine is yet another one of those films that Scream was 
supposed to have buried but instead resurrected: Everything 
Scream laughed at, this movie plays straight. People are always 
wandering off into dark, unfamiliar places alone; Denise Richards, 
in the movie's pinnacle of idiocy, goes off by herself during a loud 
party — the killer's on the loose, you'd think she'd want to stay 
among lots of people — and takes a dip in a hot tub. But don't you 
see, without nudity there is no point to this scene. At least in the old 
slasher films, you could laugh and say, "Ah, the obligatory nude 
scene." Here, it's ... Denise Richards in a bikini. Acting stupid. 

Aside from that, Valentine offers some flaccid nastiness in the 
form of man-bashing (there's a scene with hopeful guys angling 
for a date that's almost a direct ripoff of the "Dog" scene in Spike 
Lee's She's Gotta Have It); since the only men in the movie are 
wimps, losers, jerks, or unreliable, it's no wonder the women in 
the movie have no use for them. This shouldn't be taken as 
feminism, though: the whole bloody mess gets started because a 
girl lies to save her own reputation, and the females are as crudely 
written as the males. Lack of screenwriting talent is the great 
equalizer, I guess. Four people wrote Valentine, two men and two 
women; it's nice to know that it now takes a gender-proportional 
quartet to write garbage that it took one person to crank out in a 
weekend back in the '80s.
